The‘fact that the plan has 
been put into effect by parties who 
have directed the development of 
the Chicago steckyards is further 
indication of the confidence with 
which business men of large ex- 
perience look for continued in- 
crease in population and industrial 
activity on the Pacific Coast.

“California has been drawing 
heavily upon Utah and Idaho dur- 
ing recent years for live stock and 
meats. The establishment of a 
public stockyards to which live 
stock can be consigned by the 
grower or feeder for sale is a new 
departure. 

“Such yards have not existed in 
California and practically all of 
the stock slaughtered there was 
purchased by traveling buyers at 
the ranch or feedyard. 

“This did not permit producers 
to know values and market condi- 
tions so well as they should know 
them, nor did it afford the large 
educational influence that comes 
to shippers through seeing large 
numbers of live stock assembled at 
one point and bid upon by com- 

itive slaughtering and @istribut- 

concerns. 

‘The enlargement and improve- 
ment of a market nearer home 
allow the products of ranges and 
farms to go into consumption with 
less expense and with greater net 
returns to the producer. It is a. 
large step toward combining our 
raw materials of feed and unfin- 
ished live stock to make a finished 
product. This is a great advantage 
to the farmer, the ranchman, and 
through them to all business in- 
terests In the great western coun- 
try of which the principal area 
must always be devoted to live- 
stock production.”

action will be,” Mr. Hauk said. 

As far as can be learned, the 

companies do not intend 
to increase prices at the present 
time. The downward tendency in 
tires with commensurate reduc- 
tions in’ prices’ bringing the orig- 
inal cost of tire equipment wer 
seems to have satisfied the larger 
number of automobile tire buyers 
throughout the country, and now 
that the margin of profit has in- 
creased somewhat on tires because 
of the*lower quality, the larger 
manufacturers seem to be ready 
to hold to the present course. 

That some headway is to be 
made in correcting some of the 
evils which have been fought 
against by the National Tire Deal- 
ers’ Association, headed by R. F. 
Valentine of Cleveland, is  indi- 
cated by the report that a confer- 
ence of automobile tire ufac- 
turers and tire dealers wilf be held 
late this month in Cleveland, in 
which many of the grievances of 
the tire trade are to be discussed. 

The dealers’ association has tried 
for the past six ‘we oy to arrange 
conferences with the manufac- 
turers to have the two branches of 
the industry work in closer har- 
mony. Not until the President re- 
cently laid before the public the 
fact regarding which the dealers 
complained did the manufacturers 
deem it necessary to recognize the 
association in any but a perfunc- 
tory manner. 

Now, however, it is indicated, 
representatives of the two bodies 
will sit about the couns®l board 
and d the problem from alli 
angles.

The result has been that the 
dealers have been at sea and have 
been caught holding the bag. This 
is the dealers’ chief complaint and 
to a large extent the leaders in 
the industry here acknowledge 
the truth of the charge more by 
failure to deny rather than by an 
open avowel of the truth of the 
statements. 


The dealers ask that they be 
permitted to help mold quality and 
price policies: The dealers are 
the men who stand closer to the 
public, while the manufacturers 
stand closer to the large business 
interests. A combination of the 
two powers, the dealers state, and 
the manufacturers now acknowl- 
edge, will make for greater steadi- 
ness in the automobile tire indus- 
try from top to bottom.

But of all to be seen nothing is of great- 
er interest, more beautiful or more curi- 
ous than the Waller collection of Califor- 
nia poppies, really a marvel of the horti- 
cultarist’s skillful breeding and selection. 
Beginning at white, they run to cream, to 
light yellow, yellow, dark yellow, oranges 
and on to bronzes, each in a bed by itself. 
Rack to white we go and on to the same 
gradual and separated changes through

4 MISLEADING MARKET TERM. BY HENRY W. KRUCKEBERG. 


Standards 


EW PROPLE have done mort in the way 
of exploiting and developing higher 
eng production than have the poultry 

breeders and research workers in Austra- 
lia. They were the pioneers in the intro 
duction of erg-laying contests, which they 
have carried on with phenomenal results 
for the last twenty-five years, not with one 
breed or variety of domesticated fowl, but 
with nearly all the most popular sorts. 
Naturally in the evolution and development 
of strains with high record performances 
certain thinss have been learned, which 
xovern the physical condition of the birds 
entered and the quality of the eggs pro 
duced. it was soon learned that mere 
numbers was only one factur to be consid- 
ered; size, quality, character of shell and 
shape are features that now command con- 
s‘deration; likewise the physical condi- 
tion of the hens entered is considered, 
type, weight, eyes and face and. character- 

istics tending to show stamina and good 
' performances, all being taken into account. 
Recinnings have been made in devising a 
standard ‘for atility classes, which has 
augmented progresg and facilitated the 
holding of egz contests along practical 
lines. In 1920, the New Zealand Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 
utility standards covering the Anvconas. 
leghorns, Minorcas, Orpingtens, Rotks, 
Rhode tsland Reds, Wyandottes and tndian 
Runner dacks. The scale covers 106 
points, and in each variety twenty-five 
points are allowed for type and carriage. 
From the Feathered World we learn that 
there have been utility classes at the shows 
in New Zealand, and during twenty yeurs 
they have learned something of what they 
want and have seen the need of a utility 
standard. in the Anconag and Leghorns 
weights are given for hens at five and one- 
half pounds and pullets four and one-half 
pounds, while in the Minorca the weight 
is increased one-half pound in each case. 
There is no mention made of capacity, but 
the eves and face are given twelve, while 
tightness and density of feather make 
points. Squirrel tail is consid- 
ered a serious defect, a point on which 
some breeders will disagrec. 
heavy breeds the points are all alike —type 
and carriage, twenty-five; eyes and face, 
twelve; closeness and density of feathers, 
gixteen, so that on the whole there is not 
much difference. ‘there is a slight varia- 
tion in the weights, viz.. Orpingtons. hen, 
seven pounds, pullet, six pounds; Rocks, 
hen, seven and one-half pounds, pullet, five 
and one-half pounds: Rhode Island Reds, 
hen, six and one-half pounds, pullet, five 
and one-half pounds; Wyandott*s, the 
same as the Rhode Island Reds. Through- 
out the whole of this standaré there is the 
influence of the fancy bird, and the con. 
ference, in compiling the hook, has tried 
ta keep as near as possible to the c,pe, 
shape and size demanded by English and 
American standards. All of which will in- 
terest American breeders trom the fact 
that the Australians demand heavier and 
larger birds than is the general custom in 
America for certain varieties. This is 
forcibly brought out in the injunction that 
a specimen in any breed fallinr more than 
ene pound below weight or we: shing more 
than one and one-half pounds overweight

Another interesting factor in the New 
Zealand utility standard is the fact that it 
covers only one breed of water fowl, viz.. 
the Indian Runner duck. Here again shape 
(type) is given twenty-five pounds, neck 
ten, eyes and beak fiftecn. and weight not 
to exceed five and one-half pounds, nor 
leas than three and We  pre- 
sume the Indian Runner's well-known ca- 
pacity for egg production gave it this sin- 
gle recognition. In the standard for eczs, 
out of a total of 100, size of air cell smail, 
almost nominal, count forty; weight, two 
ounces, twenty; texture of shell, fifteen; 
hence, there is not much allewance for re- 
maining qualifications. Many readers will 
agree with the table poultry standard when 
it says, youthfulness and general quality 
count fifty-five, size fifteen, fineness of 
hone ten, appearance fifteen, and uani- 
formity five. 


Cornish as Broilers 

The question is often asked: “What 
breed will produce nice plump broilers in 
the shortest possible time.” While there 


is some difference of opinion on this sub- 
ject. it is commonly 


known that chicks 


from healthy stock of some of the heavier 
breeds such as Brahmas, Orpingtons and 
Rocks will develop in weight to around 
two and one-half in from ten to 
fourteen weeks, depending on kind of feed 
and care given, but for size of carcass and 
flavor of meat it is generally conceded that 
the Cornish as a table fow! is in a class by 
itself. We are picturing this week a Dark 
Cornish cockerel of wonderful develop 
ment, weighing three and one-fourth 
pounds at the age of three months. it 
was bred by Clyde M. Hill, tax Angeles. 
It shows conclusively that the Cornish is 
in the front rank as a broiler. .

“Rations for Poultry Feeding in the 


Packing-house” te the title of a tate 


tin issued by the Department of Agric«t- 
ture, which has a dirett bearing om the 
subject under consideration. From it we 
learn that good results are obtained with 
quite a range of foodstcfls, which is for- 
tumate, for it permits the feeder to adajt 
his selection to available stuffs in hix 
market. We further learn that 
crowing bird. such as a broiler or spriag. 
requires a different ration than a mature 
hen, which changes most of her feod into 
fat. A simple ration of corn meal and bat- 
termilk is about as good as any for hens. 
Broilers fed rations containing proteia 
concentrates, such as peanut meal, cocoa- 
nut meal, soy-bean meal, or meat + -~s), 
made appreciably better gains than those 
fed on corn meal and buttermilk. 

Throughout fourteen-day feeding pericud 
broilers continue to xzain well, which 
shows that tnis is not too long a feeding 
period. Springs grew very rapidly durin 
the first eleven days. but not so rapidiy, 
though still profitably, during the remain- 
ing three days. Roasters gained well dur- 
ing the first two four-day periods, but tot 
so well the last six days. It was foufid 
that the practice of feeding hens only six 
to eight days is well founded. The dress 
ing and chilling shrinkage of hens, how- 
ever, Was much less than in the case of 
broilers, springs and roasters. 

Any of the ordinary cereal grains sup- 
ply the necessary carbohydrates and fats. 
More care is needed in selecting feeds for 
protein, salts gnd vitamines. The protcin.: 
of the cereal grains are present in too 
small amounts and are of too poor quality 
to produce the best results in broilers and 
springs unless otner protein concentrate ; 
are added. Milk and cereals make one ot 
the most profitable rations as milk sup. 
plies mineral substances. vitamines au! 
very valuable ias. The results given 
in the bulletin show that peanut meai pro- 
tein, as well as soy-hbean meal protein, i« 
especially valuable. The protein of buttc:- 
milk is especially valuable, and if used in 
sufficiently jarge amounts, produces very 
desirable result». Corn, wheat, oats an.’ 
other grains jack such mineral substances 
as calcium, sodtum chiorine, which 
frowing animals require. In the ratievas 
where buttermilk or skim milk is wed 
these ingredients are fairly well supplicd. 
Milk also supplies vitamines. At presecut 
the milk available for poultry-flesbing 
purposes is largely buttermilk, fresh, con- 
densed or powdered. . 


Bive Ointment for insect Pests 


A. R. D., Los Angeles, writes for tafor- 
mation on the use of blue ointment on his 
fowls as a remedy against lice. Thi« 
remedy is more or less in use, but r-- 
quires a word of caution in its application, 
since otherwise it may result in mercurial 
poisoning. In this connection we notice 
that the California Department of Agricul- 
ture offers the following remedies to 1/4 
fowls of infestations: 

An ointment for this purpose has been 
found to possess advantages over a pow- 
der, as the former is more efficient and 
the effect more lasting than the latter. 
‘the ointment recommended by authoritie« 
is prepared and used as follows: Ar- 
moniated mercurial ointment U.S.P. with 
a lard base instead of lanolin, as calied 
for in the Pharmacopoeia. Blue ointment 
is said to be a litte more effective’ in 
equal amounts, but at the same time it ix 
more expensive. Of three pieces the size 
of a pea rub one under the vent and one 
under each wing. The operator is cau- 
tioned to rub the ointment well into the 
skin im order that there will he no lumy 4 
adhering to the feathers which may be 
picked off by the birds and thus produce 
mercurial poisoning.

State, will run into tonnage figures never 
before and the natural result is 
that canners choose the better fruit first. 


Tt is hoped that next year proper thin- 
ning can be more uniformly accomplished 
in the orchards. 

Growers who have made a sincere effort 
to thin in a thorough manner, and other 
growers as well, should now give serious 
consideration to the matter of picking the 
fruit in a way that will produce the high- 
est results possible both as to quality and 
tonnage. It is perfectly possible for a 
grower who has done an excellent job of 
thinning to lose a large part of the bene- 
fits that should result by doing a poor job 
of picking. 

It would, of course, be a most desirable 
situation if all the peaches on a tree would 
ripen at the same time. In such a case the 
whole crop could be taken off at one pick- 
ing and picking would be a very simple 
matter. However, peaches do not ripen 
that way and therefore, more than one 
picking is necessary. The question that 
now arises is: What are the benefits to 
the grower of making several pickings and 
how many and how frequent pickings 
should be made to secure the greatest 
benefits’? 

Im answering the latter part of this ques- 
tion it is necessary to take several things 
into consideration and no one answer would 
fit all conditions found in different fruit dis- 
tricts. Some varieties of peaches — 
more uniformly than others; ig other 
words, a larger part of the crop can be 
taken at any one picking in some varieties 

in others. Again, fruit of the same 

y ripens differently in some South- 
ern California districts than in other dis 
tricts. All these differing conditions affect

because, (1) when you pick often, prac 
tically all the fruit taken at each picking 
is very close to the exact point of ripeness 
desired therefore, 
‘ome of it had to be picked three or four 
days ahead of that point so it will not get 
too ripe before the ‘next picking; (2) by 
taking off all fruit as soon as it reaches 
the “ripe but firm” stage, which is the 
stage at which it ig most desirable for can- 
ning, the fruit left on the tree gains size 
better because some of the strain has been 
taken off the tree. 


Growers who make four or five pickings 
of peaches deliver to the canneries a much 
more uniform quality and size of fruit 
than those who only make two or three 
pickings. The former method catches 
nearly every peach at the proper “ripe but 
firm” stage and that means the period in 
that peach’s life when it is full size and 
well rounded out. On the other hand, the 
man who makes only two or three pickings 
has to take off many peaches that have not 
fully developed to the “ripe but firm” 
stage and therefore are under the full 
weight they would reach at that stage. 
He has to take them off because if left to 
the next picking they would he over-ripe 
for canning. He also gets many over- 
ripe peaches when pickings are too far 
apart, and this is not desirable. While the 
loss in weight for each peach picked ahead 
of the “ripe but firm” stage may abl gg 4 
an ounce or even a fraction thereof, it 
mounts up to a considerable figure on the 
whole crop. 

Taking the picking proposition as 8 
whole, the interests of the grower and 
canner are identical, just as in thinning.

N THE irrigation of field crops and al- 
] falfa, the correct design of the head- 

gates used in diverting water from the 
ditch into the check itself deserves a more 
careful consideration than it usually re- 
ceives. To build structures poorly planned 
with respect to the soil type which is pres- 
ent, and to build structures too light for the 
head of water to be handled are expensive 
practices. For unless a structure lasts in 
its place for at least tem years, the annual 
depreciation charge is too high to be borne 
by the ordinarily low-priced crops of the 
field crop farmer.

cost is high; but when carefully made and 
eonscientiously tamped in place, it will 
practically eliminate the constant fear of 
the structure’s washing out. 


Figure No. 2 shows the design of double 
wall gates of this sort and the dimensions 
recommended for various heads of water. 

Extreme caution must be used in the in- 
stalling of gates of these two types. After 
the single wall gate or one of the sections 
of the double wall gate has been placed in 
the trench dug to receive it, the dirt musi 
be carefully tamped back into place. If 
water is available, puddiing the backfilling 
soil in the trench and tamping it when wet 
is often resorted to in an effort to still 
further reduce the danger of washing out. 
Many alfalfa growers carry water to the 
fields im tanks for this purpose.

they are cheaper to build than wooden 
gates of a similar capacity. Almost ex- 
actly half a cubic yard of concrete is nec- 
essary for this type of headgate. Three 
men working together will set three of 
these gates in a day. Although local prices 
may vary to some extent, gates of this type 
and size will cost about $9.70 each. This 
figure includes material. labor. hire of the 
team required to haul material and. de 
r eciation on the forms. Great care must 
he used in planning to use these gates, for 
if poorly located or if the alfalfa! planting 
¢oes not prove to be a permanent venture, 
the cost of removing such structures is 
considerable. Blasting must usually be re- 
sorted to. 


The design of the removable form is 


shown in figure No. 3 In the installation 
of this type of gate an opening five feet 
wide is cut through the levee. Often a 
slip scraper and two steady horses can be 
used to advantage in this work. A croas 
trench must then be dug down through the 
center line of the levee and parallel with 
the center line of the canal so that a con- 
crete wall laid in the trench will be 

im the center of the levee and will extend 
six feet on either side of the center lime of 
the proposed gate location. 

When this trench has been dug to the 
ordinary ground level, the shovel is dis- 
carded and the rest of the trench dug with 
a special tool designed for this use. This 
tool is similar to an ordinary post-hole 
digger, but in place of being round is flat- 
tened into an egze shape so that a trench 
only four inches wide, can be dug. With- 
out such a tool, the trench could hardly b- 
less than six inches wide, even with careful 
digging, and 50 per cent more concrete 
would be required to fill it. 

Concrete of a 1:4 mix is poured in the 
trench and allowed to harden over night. 
This forms an apron or cut-off wall four 
inches thick. fourteen feot long and ex- 
tending eighteen inches below the grade 
of the check. A cut-cf€ wall of this size 
will effectively cut seepage and obviate the 
danger of the structure washing out. When 
the first pouring is hard, one of the forms 
is set up so that the front face is directly 
over the previously cast cut-off wall and 
the batter wallg extend through the levee 
into the check. Concrete is then poured in 
the form and the new gate allowed to set 
over night before the forms ar: removed. 

Considerable care is requi in re- 
moving the parts of the form which make 
the slots into which flash boards fall to 


form the gate itself. Concrete only eighteen 
hours old is not hard and haste in remov- 
ing the small pieces of the form which 
make the slots may break off part of the 
green concrete and spoil the gate.
